Windmill opens to visitors before refurbishment 


VISITORS got a sneaky peek inside an 
ancient windmill in Burwell as part of a 
special activity day last Thursday. 

Windmill Day at the Mill Close museum 
allowed visitors to step inside the Burwell 
landmark, which has been closed to the 
public for the last two years because of 
concern about the building’s strcuctural 
safety. 


This special viewing is likely to be one 
of the last chances people will have to look 
around Stevens’ Windmill, which was built 
around 1820, before work on its 
restoration begins. 

Sara Brown, administrator at the 
museum, said it had been the first time 
many of the guests had set foot inside the 
mill. 


She said: “A lot of people said ‘I always 
walk past and wondered about going 
inside’, being able to go in is very exciting 
for families.” 

Plans for the windmill and museum 
came a step closer to fruition and a 
£344,200 grant earlier this month after the 
initial proposals secured a first-round pass 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund. 


Those attending the day were able to 
speak to museum staff and Luke Bonwick, 
the museum’s windmill consultant, about 
the mill itself and plans for its restoration, 
and were invited to put forward their own 
ideas and hopes for the building. 

While the grown-ups toured the mill, 
children busied themselves creating their 
own colourful paper windmills. 



Driver’s death 
still a mystery 


THE cause of a fatal car 
accident in Barton Mills 
will remain a tragic mys¬ 
tery, an inquest heard. 

Alan Stokes, from Little 
Livermere, was travelling west¬ 
bound along the A1101 at Barton 
Mills on the morning of Tuesday 
March 22, when his car left the 
road and collided with a tree. 

Firefighters freed the 40-year- 
old from the wreckage and he was 
rushed to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
where he died as a result of 
serious injuries suffered in the 
accident. 

The reason Mr Stokes’s silver 
Skoda left the road has not been 
established. No faults were 
detected in the vehicle which 
could have contributed to the 
crash. 
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Witness Dennis Smith, who had 
parked his car close to where the 
accident took place, had been 
aware of two cars travelling 
towards the Fiveways roundabout. 

In a statement, which was read 
at the inquest, Mr Smith said: 
“They were being driven normally, 
nothing out of the ordinary. 

“I have seen a number of cars 
travel along there in a hurry, but 
not these two.” 

He said he heard two bangs a 
split-second apart, a dull thud and 
a second louder thud, then took a 
few steps towards the road and 
saw Mr Stokes’s car had hit a tree. 

He said it had been so soon 
after the cars had passed, he 
thought it had to be one of those 


which had had the accident. 

A report compiled by Pc Adam 
Williams into the accident found 
the weather conditions had been 
good; Mr Stokes’s blood alcohol 
levels were below the legal limit 
and there was no evidence of 
drugs having been taken. 

He said it was possible Mr 
Stokes had fallen asleep, been 
distracted by something outside 
the car, such as an animal, or by 
something inside the car, such as 
by turning up the radio. 

Dr Dan Sharpstone, assistant 
deputy coroner for Suffolk, said: 
“It appears this was a tragic 
accident without any obvious 
cause. 

“Accordingly, my verdict is a 
narrative one of accidental death 
due to the heavy impact of the car 
into the tree.”

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Court backs 
withdrawal 
of hackney 
licence 

THE decision to revoke a 
Burwell taxi driver’s joint 
hackney carriage and 
private driver licence for 
road traffic offences has 
been upheld by magis¬ 
trates in Cambridge. 

Sukri Ahmet, 51, 
worked for Burwell Taxis 
Private Hire and Mini Bus 
Service, but had his joint 
licence revoked by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council in April after the 
council learned about 
speeding offences he had 
committed. 

The council’s taxi li¬ 
censing sub-committee 
made the decision be¬ 
cause of the seriousness 
of the offences and the 
number he had not 
declared to the licensing 
authority. 

In its decision, the 
council also cited the 
regularity of the speeding 
offences committed by 
Mr Ahmet in a licensed 
vehicle, his “total dis¬ 
regard” for the rules, 
regulations and con¬ 
ditions attached to such 
licences, and their 
concerns for the safety of 
his passengers. 

Mr Ahmet appealed 
against their judgement, 
but Cambridge magis¬ 
trates upheld the coun¬ 
cil’s decision at a hearing 
last Tuesday, where they 
revoked his licence and 
ordered him to pay 
£6,427.04 costs. 

Cllr Tony Goodge, 
chairman of licensing 
committee, said: “We take 
very seriously any brea¬ 
ches of council licensing 
conditions and the law. 
We hope this case will be 
a warning to anyone who 
thinks they can flaunt the 
rules that we will take 
action to rid our taxi trade 
of the tiny minority who 
break the law.” 

Neil Brown, the man¬ 
ager of Burwell Taxis, 
declined to comment.

pUSSEYg 
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Drugs ‘led to 
fatal stroke’ 
for man, 36 

A MILDENHALL man 
may have suffered a 
drugs-related stroke days 
before his death, an 
inquest heard. 

Matthew Quinn was 
aged just 36 at the time of 
his death on Tuesday, 
February 22. 

No witnesses were 
called at the inquest last 
Wednesday, but a state¬ 
ment from Larry Quinn, 
Matthew Quinn’s father, 
described a “caring and 
loving” son, who had 
started taking drugs in his 
late teens. 

The inquest heard Mr 
Quinn had worked as a 
taxi driver, a tractor driver, 
and with Royal Mail. 

One of Mr Quinn 
junior’s friends had 
contacted police on 
February 22 because he 
had not seen him for a 
week. 

Sgt Andrew Beeby went 
round to Mr Quinn’s 
home in Lapwing Court, 
forced the door and found 
Mr Quinn on the floor in 
the kitchen. 

Mr Quinn was taken to 
West Suffolk Hospital 
where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

The cause of death was 
given as an acute hae¬ 
morrhagic stroke. Traces 
of opioids and amphet¬ 
amines were found in Mr 
Quinn’s urine. 

Dr Dan Sharpstone, 
assistant deputy coroner 
for Suffolk said the 
existence of a pressure 
sore on the base of Mr 
Quinn’s spine suggested 
he had suffered the stroke 
several days prior to his 
death. 

Recording a narrative 
verdict of death due to 
complications following 
drug use, Dr Sharpstone 
said he considered the use 
of amphetamines by Mr 
Quinn to be an under¬ 
lying cause of the stroke. 


Residents flock to use 
rescued waste centre 


Pups paddling back to health 



DOGGY paddle is the order of 
the day at a veterinary referral 
centre in Six Mile Bottom 
which has just installed its own 
canine treadmill. 

The new canine 
hydrotherapy treadmill at Dick 
White Referrals stands in a 
tank of warm filtered water and 
the wetsuit-clad 
physiotherapist walks the 
poorly dog inside for an 
exercise programme involving 
the device and hands-on help. 

Helen Fentem-Jones, 31, a 
veterinary physiotherapist who 
supervises the device, said: 
“Most people are really 
pleased with how it works, I’m 
really pleased with how it 
works, it’s brilliant.” 

High water levels can be set 
in the tank to reduce the 
amount of the dog’s 
bodyweight being carried by 
the animal,and the amount of 
water in the tank can be 
lowered as the pet’s condition 
improves after its injury or 
operation. 

Low water levels can be set 
in the tank to encourage 
reluctant dogs to pick up their 
legs to avoid the resistance of 
the water. The water resistance 
which kicks in while the dog is 
exercising on the treadmill 
helps strengthen the pet’s 
muscles. 

Even the heated water in the 
tank works to loosen stiff 
muscle tissue, rather like 
having a bath, and the clear¬ 
sided box lets the specialists 
observe their patients from all 
angles. 

The treadmill - complete 
with a touch-screen operated 
PC - is the first of its kind in 


East Anglia. But while it is 
somewhat out of the ordinary, 
Mrs Fentem-Jones said she 
would not describe it as odd. 
She said: “It’s not odd, I 


would say it’s impressive. I 
think unless you are a dog 
person you probably don’t 
know there is physiotherapy 
and hydrotherapy out there.” 


MORE than 200 people 
have already flooded 
through the gates of 
Newmarket’s recycling 
centre after its long- 
awaited reopening last 
Thursday 

The council-run centre closed at 
the end of July and officially 
reopened for business on August 
25 as the Newmarket Open Door 
Community Reuse and Recycling 
Centre. 

The site is run by the local 
charity, with financial support 
from Forest Heath District 
Council, Newmarket Town 
Council and expert help, including 
the land and some equipment 
from Suffolk County Council. 

John Durrant, general manager 
of Newmarket Open Door, said the 
overwhelming majority of people 
had reacted extremely positively 
to the reopening of the centre. 

He said: “One lady actually rang 
us up and said ‘you don’t know 
who I am but thank you very 
much for supporting it and 
keeping the waste recycling centre 
open’.” 

He said a few people had been 
aggrieved by the system of 
charging for the service 
introduced by Open Door, but 
added he hoped to win them over 
at a later date. 

He said: “We as a local charity 
are trying to support our function 
and hopefully provide them with a 
service at a reasonable cost. 
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“If they use an alternative which 
is farther, they will pay more in 
petrol and time.” 

Users of the recycling centre 
who arrive by car are asked to pay 
£3, the fee for those driving up in 
an estate is £6 and those bringing 
their rubbish along in a van or 
large trailer are charged £12. 

Open Door offers its services 
free of charge to those dropping 
offloads of pure recyclables. 

Of the 250 people who have 
visited the centre since its 
reopening, Mr Durrant said 20 per 
cent had been delivering straight 
recyclables. 

He said: “That’s actually a good 
thing. We are looking to make 
charges when we need to, but 
having people just giving us 
recyclables is great, they care 
about their environment and want 
to dispose of their waste in a place 
where it will end up being recycled 
and reused.” 

It has been all go for Newmarket 
Open Door with the launch of a 
charity superstore and training 
centre in Mildenhall’s Hampstead 
Avenue next Tuesday. 

The official opening of the waste 
recycling centre is planned for 
Monday, October 10. 

The facility is open for business 
between 10am and 4pm every day 
of the week.

travelling very fast and remaining 
stationary. 

Reports said a Venom night- 
fighter was scrambled from RAF

In an incident on April 11, 2003, a 
Ryanair pilot approaching Stansted 
Airport reported seeing a “ball of 
fire” in the sky that passed very 
quickly down the left-hand side of 
his plane and at the same altitude.

Jon’s gym visit is just champion 


YOUNGSTERS punched well above 
their weight as they practised their 
new-found skills with a former 
champion boxer in Newmarket. 

The group of 15- to 21-year-olds

Region’s 
medics 
victims 
of attack 

ASSAULTS reported 
against paramedics 
in the eastern reg¬ 
ion rose by more 
than 10 per cent 
last year, according 
to figures released 
this week. 

A total of 140 staff 
were assaulted in 
116 incidents du¬ 
ring 2010/11, com¬ 
pared with 125 in 94 
attacks in the 
previous 12 mon¬ 
ths, the East of 
England Ambu¬ 
lance Service said. 

However, the 
number of assaults 
in Cambridgeshire 
fell slightly in that 
period, from 25 to 
24. 

Danny Daniel, the 
NHS trust’s health, 
safety and security 
manager, said the 
figures partly re¬ 
flected a drive to 
encourage staff to 
report incidents. 

He said: “While 
the overwhelming 
majority of the 
people our staff see 
are extremely supp¬ 
ortive and apprec¬ 
iative of their hard 
work, there is sadly a 
significant minority 
whose violent 
behaviour is abso¬ 
lutely unacceptable. 

“These acts of 
aggression carried 
out while staff try to 
go about their day- 
to-day work helping 
those in need not 
only affect those 
staff themselves but 
potentially present 
challenges in 
getting resources 
out to other inci¬ 
dents. 

“The ability of 
ambulance crews to 
work safely and 
unhindered is para¬ 
mount not only for 
their own wellbeing 
but also that of 
other patients, and 
we totally condemn 
any violence carried 
out against them. 
Such attacks have 
potentially very 
serious conse¬ 
quences.”

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The original banger race 


On Saturday, 10 riders battled it out to win the 
Newmarket Town Plate - the world’s oldest 
horse race, ridden by amateurs, with a string 
of sausages as its prize. EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM meets entrant William Gittus, 
who has been riding for only five months 


W HEN William 
Gittus decided 
to enter the 
world’s most famous 
amateur horse race, the 
Newmarket Town Plate, 
there was one rather 
important thing he had 
to do first - learn to ride. 

“The last time I sat on a horse 
was in 1988,” explains William, 
a former officer with the 
Gurkhas. “It was the officer’s 
riding course at Sandhurst, 
which basically is to teach you 
how not to fall off while on 
parade.” 

The experience was not a 
happy one: “They taught it 
rather like Pony Club: there was 
a lot of riding around bareback, 
which is fine when you’re 8, but 
when you’re 22 and on 
something significantly bigger 
than a pony, it’s bloody 
uncomfortable, for obvious 
reasons, and it’s a lot further to 
fall!” 

His only experience before 
that was at the age of 6: “I didn’t 
not enjoy it, but it wasn’t 
something I was desperately 
keen to carry on.” 

So why on earth did the 44- 
year-old undertake such a 
gruelling challenge, a race that, 
at three-and-three-quarter 
miles, is the longest flat race in 
the country? 

The simple answer is Tor the 
money’. But not prize money, as 
there isn’t any - in fact the only 
reward for winning the Town 
Plate is a string of Newmarket 
Sausages and some clothing 
vouchers. 

No, William is doing the race 
for charity, and hopes to raise 
£20,000 for Help for Heroes and 
Racing Welfare. 

It’s the second time the father 
of two has done a challenge for 
the two charities. Last 
September, he walked all 84 
miles of Hadrian’s Wall in three 
days but, he admits, it didn’t 
really stretch him: “As an ex¬ 
infantry officer, walking is what 
I do. And although it was hard 
work, I knew I could do it, so I 
wanted to try something that 
was completely new.” 

But William admits that he 
had a couple of ulterior motives 
for learning to ride. Firstly, as 
managing director of the Jockey 
Club Estates (which owns 
Newmarket’s training grounds), 
he was keen to see the 
land “from the coalface, 
as it were.” 

And then there was 
the small matter of 
stepping onto the 
scales on New Year’s 
Day and getting a bit of 
a shock: at 13st 61b, he 
knew the time had 
come to lose a few 
pounds. 

“I had a back 
operation several years 
ago and got very unfit 
after that,” he explains. 

“And I’ve got to the 
stage when the weight 
doesn’t come off so 
easily.” A job that 
involves plenty of 
entertaining - and 
driving - didn’t help: “I 


probably drive 35,000 miles a 
year, and you get in the car and 
have the bottle of Coke and a 
bag of crisps to keep you going, 
which is all the worst possible 
stuff in a way.” 

Knowing that he wouldn’t be 
allowed on a racehorse until he 
weighed less than 12 stone, 
William immediately went on a 
low-GI diet: “It’s basically food 
that releases sugar into the 
body slowly, so you don’t get the 
hunger pangs,” he explains. 
“And I think I’ve eaten more 
fruit in the last four months 
than in the previous 40 years.” 

It’s clearly worked: in eight 
months William has lost more 
than two stone, and currently 
weighs in at a svelte list 31b: 
“Although funnily enough 
losing the weight was almost 
the easiest bit, because that you 
could do by not doing 
something.” 

Combining the diet with 
getting fit, William spent the 
early weeks going for regular 
runs and building up his riding 
muscles by training on an 
‘equisizer’ - an intriguing piece 
of kit that’s actually a horse 
simulator. 

But it wasn’t until April that 
he first mounted a living, 
breathing beast: “an 
inappropriately-named cob 
called Lightning”, he says with a 
laugh. 

“And it was fine; fortunately it 
was not something I was fearful 
of doing. Sue Donnelly up at the 
racing school, who taught me, 
said the biggest advantage was 
that I wasn’t scared and I was 
really fit.” 

There’s a little more to it than 
that, of course, as Sue confirms: 
“William has been terrific; 
dedicated, determined and 
totally focused and he has been 
a lovely person to work with,” 
she says. 

“To put into perspective what 
he is trying to do, it’s like 
somebody who swims a width 
of a town pool’s pool deciding 
to swim the Channel within six 


months. 

“It’s a huge undertaking, and 
not just a physical challenge - 
there is a horse involved who 
has a mind of its own.” 

Once he knew what he was 
doing, William began riding out 
every morning at dawn on 
Newmarket Heath, initially on a 
retired racing horse called 
Montecristo and more recently 
on Red Anthem, who he’ll be 
riding on Saturday. 

He’s a feisty horse and William 
admits he’s fallen off two or 
three times: “Well, it’s a mixture 
between falling off and sort of 
jumping off,” he grins. 

“Once he happened to be 
spooked by something, 
whipped round, and basically 
went into a corkscrew motion; 
he managed to kick me in the 
wrist and then trod on my back 
as he disappeared off. But then 
that’s par for the course. It’s a 
risky business.” 

But the risk, he says, is well 
worth it for the exhilaration of 
the gallop. “When you’re going, 
it’s a buzz,” he says. “You’re up 
there at 25-30 miles an hour, 
which doesn’t seem very fast to 
someone who’s only done that 
in a car, but actually when 
there’s nothing between you and 
the ground, it does feel quite 
fast!” 

The Town Plate was the first 
race at Saturday’s meeting and, 
given that pin-up pop star Peter 
Andre sang later that afternoon, 
it was packed with people 
watching: “Rather too many,” 
William winces. 

William has loved the 
challenge, and plans to carry on 
riding at least twice a week: “It’s 
been great fun to learn 
something completely new,” he 
says. 

“We all get to middle age and 
tend not to do new things, and 
that’s been part of the challenge 
really, to force myself 
completely out of the comfort 
zone. 

“It’s sort of a mid-life crisis - 
but I can’t afford the Porsche.”

F OR most 

people, eating a 
banana is no big 
deal. It’s an everyday 
thing, done without 
even thinking. 

But for Molly Smith, 
eating a banana was a 
landmark moment: aged 
16, it was the first food 
she’d eaten in her entire 
life. 

“I was sitting there, in 
my hospital bed, and 
suddenly felt I could eat 
something,” remembers 
Molly, now 20. “As far as I 
can remember, it was a 
banana because that’s all 
we had. People always ask 
me what it felt like. It’s 
incredibly hard to 
describe. 

“Because I’d never had 
food or drink, I’d never 
missed them. And I didn’t 
really know what to 
expect; I was prepared for 
different flavours, but not 
for all the different 
textures. I think I quite 
enjoyed the banana at the 
time but, oddly, I can’t 
stand bananas now Or 
chocolate. But I do enjoy 
croissants - and my 
mum’s homemade 
risotto...” 

Due to a rare bowel 
condition, Molly, from 
Buckden, had the bulk of 
her small intestine 
removed when she was 
just six months old. From 
that moment on, she was 
fed via a drip direct into 
her heart - and allowed nil 


A rare condition meant Molly Smith couldn’t eat or drink for the 
whole of her childhood - but she can now enjoy eating thanks to 
a life-saving triple transplant.

by mouth. 

It wasn’t until the drip- 
feeding began to cause its 
own complications - 
resulting in life- 
threatening liver failure in 
her mid-teens - that Molly 
was put forward for a 
triple transplant. Thanks 
to a new liver, pancreas 
and small bowel, she is 
now fit, well and able to 
eat and drink normally If I 
hadn’t had the transplant, 

I wouldn’t be here at all,” 
explains Molly. “My donor 
saved my life. And for that 
I will be eternally grateful.” 

Molly decided to share 
her story to promote 
awareness of organ 
donation. “I want to 
encourage as many 
people as possible to join 
the national donor 
register. I am acutely 
aware that I’m one of the 
lucky ones: I got the 
organs I needed in time. 
But I have known plenty of 
people - children I met in 
hospital, amazing children 
- that have died waiting 
for theirs.” 

When Molly was born 
in 1990, to parents Ann 
and Chris, she was 
perfectly healthy. But 
then, at six months, she 
fell ill and was rushed to 
hospital, clearly wracked 
with pain. Doctors 
diagnosed an 


intussusception of the 
small intestine: in basic 
terms, her bowel had 
telescoped in on itself. 

“The blood supply to 
the small intestine had 
been cut off, and the 
majority of it died. Even 
now, the doctors don’t 
understand why it 
happened. I ended up 
having surgery seven days 
in a row, to remove a bit 
more of the bowel each 
time. In the end, all I had 
left was 30cm - normally 
we have metres and 
metres.” 

As a result, Molly was 
left unable to absorb 
nutrients from food in the 
normal way; her bowel 
simply didn’t function. As 
soon as she was stable 
enough, she was 
transferred to Great 
Ormond Street and fitted 
with a central line, 
allowing nutrients to be 
pumped direct into her 
bloodstream, via her 
heart. 

The feeding process, 
which took 10 to 12 hours 
a time, took place 
overnight. Once Ann and 
Chris had been trained to 
operate the IV- after 
Molly had been in hospital 
for almost six months - 
they were allowed to take 
her home, just in time for 
her first birthday 


Although life for the 
Smiths was a little out of 
the ordinary, all was well 
for the next year or so. And 
then, again out of the blue, 
Molly’s health 
dramatically deteriorated. 
Whisked into hospital 
once more, it transpired 
the central line had 
caused a number of blood 
clots to form; working free 
of the tubing, the clots 
were now clogging both 
her heart and lungs. 
Open-heart surgery 
followed. 

For Ann and Chris, it 
was another frightening 
time, not least because 
Ann was heavily pregnant 
with Molly’s younger 
brother, Alfie, now 18; she 
also has an older half- 
brother, another Chris, 
who’s 31. 

Prescribed the 
anticoagulant drug 
Warfarin, Molly gradually 
recovered and, once 
home, soon began to 
thrive. All her earliest 
memories are, she 
explains, happy ones of 
playgroup and parties and 
days out with the family 

Always fiercely 
independent, by the age of 
7 Molly had learned how 
to drip-feed herself. A 
technical process, which 
requires everything to be 
rigorously sterilised, she 
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up for grabs for 
Kate and Wills 
lookalikes!

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got it down to a fine art; 
linking up the pump took 
her just 10 minutes. 

Having five bags of 
nutrients and two bags of 
fat each week, her intake 
was carefully monitored to 
make sure it was just right 
for her age, weight and 
height; as a result, she hit 
all her development 
targets. 

Very private, and 
determined not to be 
marked out as ‘different’ by 
her peers, Molly, a pupil at 
Buckden Primary, chose 
not to tell her schoolmates 
about her condition. 
Mealtimes weren’t always 
easy: the fact she never ate 
or drank prompted lots of 
questions. “I just used to 
say I was on a ‘special diet’ 
or something like that. But, 
when I was 10 or 11, one of 
my friends got so worried 
about me not eating that 
she told one of the 
teachers I might have 
anorexia. Luckily all the 
staff knew, so they 
reassured her I was okay.” 

To begin with, Molly 
relied on a cumbersome 
pump attached to a drip 
stand; by the time she was 
10, technology allowed her 
a portable pump which 
could be carried around in 
a backpack. “It was 
brilliant because, for the 
first time, I could go out in 
the evening. I can still 
remember going to the 
play park and thinking it 
was just amazing.” 

Going on to St Neots 
Community College, Molly 
says she loved school, both 
socially and academically. 
Her health was then stable 
until, in Year 10, she started 
having dramatic 
nosebleeds. The first, 
which began in the midst 
of Bonfire Night 
celebrations, was so severe 
it left in her hospital 
needing a transfusion. 

“It was terrifying 
because it just wouldn’t 
stop. And the nosebleeds 
became regular. Nobody 
knew what was causing 
them; I had my nose 
cauterised and everything, 
but it made no difference. 

It meant I couldn’t ever be 
apart from my parents 
which, at that age, was very 
hard. 

“One day we had a fire 
alarm at school and all had 
to line up outside. Some of 
the boys started pointing at 


me and laughing, saying I 
was green. At the time I 
thought it might be funny 
lighting, or they were just 
being stupid. As time went 
by, it became more and 
more obvious I had 
jaundice. 

“In the end I looked very 
yellow: the boys used to 
follow me along the 
corridor singing The 
Simpsons’ theme tune... 
And I became incredibly 
lethargic, to the point 
where I physically couldn’t 
go to school anymore, 
which was totally out of 
character for me.” 

Tests confirmed Molly’s 
liver was failing. With her 
life now under threat, the 
only cure was a triple 
transplant - of liver, 
pancreas and small 
intestine. “I was scared, 
very scared. I was almost 
16 then and painfully 
aware of what was going 
on. I knew there was no 
alternative.” 

A consultant at 
Addenbrooke’s referred 
Molly to Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. Not 
quite 16, she was able to 
join the donor waiting list 
while still technically a 
child, which made her 
eligible for priority 
treatment. “I made it onto 
the list the day before my 
16th birthday,” she says. 

“And then we were sent 
home to wait. My parents 
say it was like all our lives 
were put on hold; our bags 
were permanently packed, 
we jumped every single 
time the phone rang...” 

In the meantime, Molly 
was growing ever weaker 
and was on the verge of 
hospital admission. Then, 
10 weeks after joining the 
register, the call came: a 
donor had been found. 

“All I knew was that my 
donor was female, 19, and 
from the south of England. 

I have since learned that 
her name was Elbe, she 
was one of four sisters and, 
like mine, her parents are 
called Ann and Chris.” 

The transplant itself took 
12 hours. In intensive care 
for days afterwards, Molly 
was kept sedated and on 
powerful painkillers; some 
of the drugs caused her to 
have surreal 
hallucinations. “I have 
memories of an entire 
hospital room that doesn’t 
exist,” she says. “It was very 


strange...” 

Suffering all kinds of 
complications, including 
wound adhesions and 
pancreatitis, Molly 
returned to theatre 10 
times in the wake of the 
op. Then, after weeks spent 
in bed or in a wheelchair, 
Molly had to learn to walk 
again; having missed her 
GCSE years at school, her 
goal was to get well, go 
home, and sit her exams - 
which she did, a matter of 
months after the surgery. 

Fed partly by tube, into 
the stomach this time, 
Molly gradually learned to 
eat and drink. After that 
first banana, she slowly 
built up her calorie intake 
enough to give up tube 
feeding altogether. 

“I still don’t really feel 
hungry or thirsty,” she 
adds. “I think my body got 
so used to overriding those 
signals, I just don’t get the 
feelings now. But there are 
certain foods I do enjoy: I 
like Japanese food, and 
Chinese crispy duck.” 

Organ donation is 
normally an anonymous 
process. But, via a 
transplant co-ordinator, 
one of her donor’s sisters 
sent Molly a card soon 
after her transplant. “It was 
lovely. She included a 
photograph of Elbe too. 

She died of a brain 
haemorrhage. Seeing her 
picture was very, very 
special.” 

Since then, Moby has 
been in regular contact 
with two of Elbe’s sisters; 
they met up earlier this 
year. “It was emotional for 
all of us. I haven’t spoken to 
her parents, but I know 
they see my emails and it 
helps them to know I’m 
doing well. In a way, it’s like 
a part of her is living on.” 

Despite a recent 
diagnosis with ME, Molly 
says she is feeling stronger 
ab the time - and is looking 
to the future (not least 
celebrating her 21 st 
birthday). 

“When I first came out 
of hospital I was on 90 
tablets a day, now I take 15; 
I’b have to take anti¬ 
rejection drugs forever. But 
it’s a small price to pay. I 
can’t put into words the 
gratitude I feel to my donor 
and her family. 

“I wouldn’t be here 
without her - it’s as simple 
as that.”

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Return to his acting roots 


Acting legend Sir Ian McKellen is appearing 
on stage in Cambridge until Saturday, Here 
he talks to Clair Chamberlain about his 
latest role and why the city's Arts Theatre 
remains a special place to him

Y OU’RE over in the UK to play 
the part of Mafia lord Don 
Antonio in Eduardo De 
Filippo’s The Syndicate. What 
appealed to you about this play, and 
this part in particular? 

It’s a very popular play still in Italy 
and I wanted to do it because I’d been 
in another of his plays, Napoli 
Milionaria, at the National Theatre and 
I remember enjoying Filumena and 
Saturday, Sunday, Monday, also at the 
National Theatre. 

The Syndicate is an enjoyable play to 
be in because it uses quite a large group 
of actors. There are many old friends of 
mine in it and the director’s an old 
colleague, Sean Mathias. It’s what I 
enjoy most about acting: working with 
friends and going on tour. I don’t like 
sitting in London in the West End doing 
eight shows a week - I’d much rather be 
off around the country. 

Do you think audiences will feel any 
sympathy for Don Antonio, or is any 
sympathy people may have 
undermined by his eccentric form 
of justice? 

In all Eduardo De Filippo’s plays there 
is a wonderfully exciting plot. You 
never know what’s going to happen 
next, it’s full of surprises. Every 
moment he tricks the audience and is 


always one step ahead so you might 
begin by thinking ‘Oh dear, Don 
Antonio is not the sort of man I’d like 
to meet down a dark alley in Naples, he 
gets involved with violence and so on’. 
But he’s unlike other criminal classes, 
or Mafia as we might like to think of 
him, in that he has a conscience, or he 
says he does, and is trying to stop 
violence rather than get involved with 
it. But it’s not up to me to tell the 
audience what they think. I just play the 
character and I think they’ll like him 
and find him amusing as well as being 
surprised by him and intrigued. 

What do you think the personal 
effect is on Don Antonio when he has 
so many responsibilities and everyone 
wants a piece of him? 

It’s very late in his life, he’s 75 years 
old, he’s had a hard life, he lived abroad 
in America for a long time and got 
involved with the criminal classes, but 
he’s been back in Naples now for 40 
years or more, during which time he’s 
been organising his cohorts to try and 
make the world a better place for the 
disadvantaged people of Naples. It’s 
still the aftermath of the war, when it 
had been occupied by enemy forces, 
and the city hasn’t really got itself back 
into anything that’s properly organised 
and so Don Antonio does his best to 


help people who he thinks the law and 
the establishment have let down. I 
gather it’s still the case in his district 
inner-city of Naples, which is still a 
rather dangerous place to go. So it’s 
fiction but it smacks of the truth and 
what life was really like there. 

It must be difficult to find time to fit 
this kind of activity in around your 
other commitments. How have you 


managed to fit this project into your 
schedule? 

Well the big job I’m doing at the 
moment is filming The Hobbit in New 
Zealand. But before I agreed to return 
to Gandalf, I said ‘Look, I must be able 
to do a play’, because I don’t feel quite 
sustained as an actor unless I’m looking 
forward to doing a play. 

I’ve come back from New Zealand 
especially to do this project and I’m 


just managing to fit it in and do the 
tour. I’m at an age where I think I’m 
still fit. . . but any day now I might 
break an ankle or something might 
happen and I won’t be able to work 
again in the theatre at the rate I do, so 
I’m just very happy to be doing it. 

You began your acting career in 
Cambridge as a student at St 
Catharine’s College. Have you 
performed here much since, and do 
you feel nostalgic about the city and 
its theatres? 

The Cambridge Arts Theatre is a very 
dear place to me. As an undergraduate 
over 50 years ago I worked there 
because we undergraduates were 
allowed to perform in the professional 
theatre every so often. And yes, I’ve 
been back as an actor but this year it’s 
actually 50 years since I left Cambridge 
and I’ve been acting ever since. 
Personally it’s rather appropriate that 
I’m just going back to my roots and I 
haven’t worked there as often as I 
would have liked over the years. I’ve 
been there on and off, helping them 
raise funds sometimes - it’s a theatre 
that needs support. 

Do you think your fame as a film 
actor has brought new audiences to 
the theatre? 

I’ve always hoped that anyone who had 
enjoyed seeing me on film might be 
intrigued to find me in the theatre. I 
know some people are coming over 
from South America.

The Cambridge American Stage Tour at 
Cambridge’s ADC Theatre is supported by 
Dame Judi Dench and offers the chance for 
16 students of Cambridge University to tour 
the US. 

Director John Haidar, a second-year student 
at Trinity College, shares his thoughts on this 
adaptation of ‘the Scottish play’: 

“Macbeth is Shakespeare’s most fearful 


play. Nowhere else does the word appear 
more in his work. 

“What first struck me was the way in which 
fear acts as a stimulant and a sedative. Even 
so, while Macbeth is described as 
Shakespeare’s ‘anatomy of fear’, I think there 
is something more profound going on in these 
pages. 

“For me, the Scottish play represents a 
‘tragedy of the imagination’. It reveals the 
possibilities of what it is to be motivated by 
repressed desire. 

“More importantly, even when we have 
nothing left to fear, it showcases the way in 
which we invent our own ‘painted devil(s)’. 
Macbeth is exactly this: a story of a man who 
releases fear into his world and infects the 


lives of those around him. 

“We also began to realise that the play is 
largely about absence. The absence of 
children resonates throughout. 

“To have no children signifies the death of 
ambition: as children fail Macbeth, Macbeth’s 
future fails. That he kills the king is a further 
‘breach in nature’. 

“ It is to cancel love, mock duty, and hack 
down the tree of life. Herein lies the key to 
this new production.”

The big film

BASED on the best-selling book by 
David Nicholls, One Day has been 
described as the romance of the 
modern century, so it’s little surprise 
that the screen adaptation has been 
eagerly anticipated. 

Anne Hathaway and Jim Sturgess 
take the leads as bookish Yorkshire 
lass Emma Morley and charming 
ladies’ man Dexter Mayhew, who 
have a drunken encounter on their 
graduation day in 1988, and make a pact 
to remain friends. 

True to their words, the two friends stay 
in contact throughout the next few years, 
as Dex travels around the world while 
Emma slaves away in a Mexican 
restaurant in London. Their friendship is 
tested, first in 1992, when they decide 
on a spontaneous whim to go on holiday 
together. 

After breaking a number of Em’s rules, 
Dex notes: “Me and you, it would be 
different. We want different things.” 
Despite the friends working in London - 
Dex channelling a young Jonathan Ross 
as his TV career hits a peak, where he 
steals the crown as the “king of car- 
crash TV”, while Em, who is now dating 
stand-up comic Ian (Rate Spall), trains 
as a teacher - they often lose touch 
before reconnecting again. 

Unsurprisingly, the film, directed by Art 
Education’s Lone Scherfig with a script 
by Nicholls, rushes through the 
characters’ lives throughout 20 years, as 


they deal with the joys and heartbreaks 
of life. 

The challenge of the adaptation depends 
largely on the chemistry between 
Hathaway and Sturgess, but all too often, 
her accent distracts from that. 

Hathaway - who has been described as 
too ’glamorous’ for the part - does a 
pretty good job, although she switches 
between Yorkshire and London accents, 
with her American twang slipping out in 


certain scenes. The casting of Sturgess 
is a surprise but rather spot on. 

Although Spall steals the show as Ian, 
the other characters, such as Romola 
Garai as Dex’s wife Sylvie and Patricia 
Clarkson as his mother, feel largely 
underused. 

The book is so well-loved that it is tough 
to do it justice, but despite everything, 
it’s an able adaptation capturing the spirit 
of the original, which fans will still enjoy.

Spring into bulb season

T HE heat of summer may be 
fading, but if you want 
your borders and pots to 
sizzle in spring, you’ll need to 
start planting bulbs from now 
through to autumn. 

Whether you prefer drifts of 
snowdrops, daffodils, crocuses or 
bluebells, ‘lasagne’plantings of layers of 
bulbs in containers to give you colour 
through spring or just a few simple 
species tulips or muscari in your rockery, 
there’s room for bulbs in every garden, no 
matter what the setting. 

Visit your local garden centre in late 
summer and autumn to get the best 
selection of blooms or order some bulb 
catalogues to plan your colour scheme. 

Be adventurous in your choice, as 
there’s so much more on offer than just 
the standard narcissi, tulips and 
snowdrops. 

Chris Ireland-Jones, owner of specialist 
Avon Bulbs ( www.avonbulbs.co.uk , tel 
01460 242 177), says that if he could only 
plant one bulb type this autumn it would 


be the Camassia ‘Electra’, with its huge 
lilac blue flowers blooming in late April. 

Growing to lm (3 ft), it will sit happily 
in a border in sun or shade and, unlike 
many other bulbs, it likes heavy soil. 

Bulbs should be planted 5in (12cm) 
deep, 6-12in (15-30cm) apart in humus- 
rich, moisture-retentive soil, in a spot 
which won’t dry out until mid-summer. 

“It flowers for a lot longer than other 
camassias, likes heavy soil and virtually 
nothing kills it,” he enthuses. 

“Camassias are underrated bulbs. 


Planted among other herbaceous 
perennials which flower later, they 
provide a lift in the season and can also 
be used as meadow plants in open 
conditions like grass.” 

Fans of wood anemones should check 
out A. nemorosa ‘Blue Centred Double’ 
and others in a new, wider range from 
Broadleigh Bulbs ( www.broadleigh 
bulbs.co.uk, tel 01823 286 231). It’s a 
large-flowered double wood anemone 
with delicate blue backs and a tiny blue 
centre and requires partial shade. 


Grape hyacinths (muscari) have 
historically had a bad press because they 
are invasive, popping up all over the 
place, but the ‘Magic’ group including 
‘White Magic’ are fantastic for growing 
in pots, as is M. ‘Mount Hood’, with its 
dark blue flowers and white top. It’s also 
suited to a rock garden or sunny bank, 
flowering in April, and looks great 
partnered with small species tulips and 
aubrieta. 

This year’s Spring Flowering Bulb of 
the Year is the bold and striking Narcissus 
‘Thalia’, following much debate at the 
annual election hosted by The 
International Flower Bulb Centre. 

It was voted for its ability to thrive in 
light and in shade and for its multiple 
sweetly scented flowers which bloom in 
May. Growing to 1ft (30cm) in height, it’s 
ideal for planting in borders or containers, 
as well as around trees and under shrubs. 
Plant it in well-drained soil, roughly three 
times the bulb’s height deep, between 
September and the end of November and 
ideally in a sunny or only partially shady 
spot. 

It’s a myth that you can’t plant tulips 
with daffodils. However, they should 
never be placed together in a vase because 
when you cut daffodils they release a 
slimy substance containing bacteria which 
will affect tulips, reducing their staying 
power as a cut flower. 

A number of new multi-flowering 
tulips, including ‘Aquila’ and 
‘Cartouche’, which produce at least four 
full-size flowers per stem, have just been 
introduced by specialist bulb suppliers, P. 
de Jager & Sons ( www.dejager.co.uk , or 


phone 01622 840229 for a free 
catalogue). 

Spring bulbs must be planted in the 
autumn because they require a sustained 
dormant period of cold temperatures to 
stimulate root development. They 
generally like light, well-drained soil and 
if you’re putting them in containers, place 
crocks in the pot and mix your compost 
with a handful of sand or grit before 
planting. 

Narcissi are best planted in September, 
while tulips should be planted in late 
October and November. 

If you are planting your bulbs in 
containers, never allow the pot to rest on 
the ground or the water will seep in from 
below and soak them, making them rot. 
They should always be placed on a free- 
draining stand or on pot feet and if you 
want a fuller display, pack them in tightly. 
Water them and place the pot outdoors. 

You can put the pots in a sheltered spot 
near to the house so that they don’t 
become completely waterlogged over the 
winter, although tulips need to have 
moisture throughout the cooler months or 
they’ll end up short and stumpy. 

For an eye-catching display of colour 
on the patio or by a wall, go for single 
colours of the same flower; but if you 
want to be a bit more adventurous you 
can go for, say, a sizzling display of red 
and yellow tulips, pansies and 
wallflowers, planted in stages from late 
summer to mid-spring. 

The best bulbs for growing in pots are 
the ones which are naturally more 
compact, such as hyacinths, dwarf 
narcissi and Tulipa fosteriana.

Skoda’s 227.07mph triumph at Bonneville Salt Flats 
as Octavia vRS sets a production car speed record 


A Skoda Octavia vRS has 
become the fastest 2.0- 
litre production car in the 
world after reaching an 
official 227.070mph at the 
Bonneville Salt Flats in 
Utah. 

That figure, achieved by 
averaging two runs as the 


rules require, is a new 
record, smashing the 
previous best of 216mph. 

The peak speed recorded 
by the car was on the 
return leg, when the 
specially prepared ‘salt 
spec’ Octavia hit 
228.647mph. The

previous record had stood 
since 1998, but a series of 
tweaks to the surprisingly 
standard Octavia set a new 
benchmark. 

The 2.0-litre TSI petrol 
engine, used for all the 
Octavia’s top speed runs, 
had a new, larger 
turbocharger as well as 
stronger conrods and key 
load-bearing elements in 
the engine. 

However, the pistons, 
valves, gaskets and almost 
all other components were 
standard, simply using a 
more explosive type of 
racing fuel. 

Speed record regulations 
state that for a car to still 
be considered a 
‘production car’, only 
certain modifications can

be made. Even so, with the 
larger turbo providing 
much more boost than 
standard, the final, record- 
breaking run was achieved 
with the car putting almost 
600bhp through the front 


tyres - three times what 
the street-ready Octavia 
vRS has.
